season  on  December  1st,  with  the 
45-day  duck  season  past  the  half- 
way mark,  and  with  the  opening 
December  18th  of  the  second-half 
of  a  split  season  on  doves,  the 
height  of  Louisiana's  1946-47 
hunting  season  is  now  under  way. 
The  season  on  quail  opened 
December  1st  and  will  continue 
through  February  20th.  Bag- 
limit  is  15  and  possession  limit 
30. 

■  The  season  on  ducks,  geese 
and  coots,  which  has  been  under 
way    since    November    23rd,    will 


minutes  before  sunset  on  Mon- 
day,  January    6th. 

The  second  half  of  a  split  sea- 
son on  doves  opens  October  18th 
and  will  continue  through  Janu- 
ary 31st.  Bag-  limit  on  doves  is 
10   and  possession   limit  is   10. 

Hunters  are  again  reminded 
that  legal  possession  limits  of 
migratory  game  may  be  pos- 
sessed for  90  days  after  the  close 
of  the  season. 

The  season  on  all  legal  game 
that  is  permitted  to  be  hunted  in 
Louisiana  is  now  open,  with  the 
exception  of  turkey,  for  which

ANGLING  LICENSES   FOR 
1947   NOW  ON  SALE 

Angling  licenses  for  1947, 
good  for  the  entire  calendar 
year,  are  now  on  sale  at  all 
sheriff's  offices  in  the  State. 
New  Printed  folders  contain- 
ing digests  of  regulations  per- 
taining to  sport  and  commer- 
cial fishing  are  also  available 
at  all  sheriff's  offices. 

Resident  angling  licenses 
are  still  one  dollar  per  year 
as  in  the  past  and  are  re- 
quired of  all  persons  under  15 
years  of  age  who  fish  with 
rod  and  reel.  Non-resident 
licenses  are  $10  per  year  and 
are  required  of  all  non-resi- 
dents irrespective  of  tackle 
used.  The  previous  4-day  non- 
resident tourist  license  was 
eliminated  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Legislature.

Fight  on  Against 
Stream  Pollution 
In  Louisiana 


Based  on  evidence  and  state- 
ments furnished  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries 
through  Commissioner  Luther  S. 
Montgomery,  the  Louisiana 
Stream  Control  Commission,  at  a 
meeting  held  in  Baton  Rouge  on 
November  ,26th  issued  a  far- 
reaching  order  prohibiting  oil 
companies  from  dischai-ging  oil. 
brine  and  other  wastes  into  the 
coastal  waters  within  the  three 
mile  limit  of  sixteen  parishes  in 
the  coastal  area. 

Oil  companies  operating  in  the 
parishes  of  Cameron,  Vermilion, 
Lafayette,  Iberia,  St.  Martin,  St. 
Mary,  Terrebonne,  Lafourche, 
Jefferson,  Plaquemines,  St. 
Charles,  St.  Bernard,  Orleans,  St. 
John,  St.  James  and  St.  Tammy, 
are  affected  by  the  order. 

The  Louisiana  Stream  Control 
Commission  is  the  agency  author- 
ized by  the  Legislature  to  prevent 
stream  pollution.  The  Commission- 
er of  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  is 
ex-officio  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

The  action  of  the  Commission 
came  as  a  climax  to  a  two-day 
meeting  held  in  Baton  Rouge, 
which  was  attended  by  members 
of  police  juries  from  several  of 
the  coastal  parishes  as  well  as 
senators  and  representatives  from 
those  parishes.  Represented  at 
the  meeting  were  the  parishes  of 
Jefferson,  St.  Mary,  Plaquemines, 
Lafourche  and  Terrebonne. 

Dr.  James  N.  Gowanloch,  chief 
biologist  and  James  N.  McConnell, 
director  of  the  Oyster  Division  of 
the  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  De- 
partment, presented  evidence  that 
the  discharge  of  oil,  oil  field

FROM  MOSS  THE  EDITORS  DESK 
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A  reader  writes  in  a  question  that  he  says  is  puzzling  him  and 
probably  a  lot  of  other  sportsmen,  and  particularly  duck  hunters.  He 
wants  to  know  where  the  money  goes  that  is  derived  from  the  sales 
of  duck  stamps.  Al  Day,  chief  of  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service, 
estimated  earlier  in  the  year  that  probably  two  million  duck  stamps 
would  be  sold  this  year.  That's  two  million  dollars,  says  our  puzzled 
reader,  and  that  ain't  hay.  And,  he  wants  to  know,  why  if  the  U.S. 
Government  has  all  this  money  yearly  for  duck  work,  what  do  they 
do  with  it  and  why  is  it  necessary  for  Ducks  Unlimited  to  solicit  funds 
every  year? 

As  briefly  as  possible,  we'll  try  to  answer  these  questions.  And 
right  at  the  outset,  it  must  be  stated  that  there  is  absolutely  no  con- 
flict or  duplication  in  money  from  duck  stamps  expended  by  the  U.S. 
Fish  and  Wild  Life  Service  and  in  funds  expended  by  Ducks  Unlimited. 
Each  plays  an  equally  important  part  in  the  duck  situation. 

The  purpose  of  Ducks  Unlimited  is  the  restoration  of  breeding 
grounds  in  Canada  for  ducks  and  migratory  waterfowl.  The  dollars 
from  duck  stamps  are  specifically  dedicated  to  the  establishment  of 
refuges,  feeding  and  resting  places  for  migratory  waterfowl  within 
the  continental  United  States.  Dollars  contributed  by  Sportsmen  to 
Ducks  Unlimited  help  breed  and  raise  the  ducks  in  their  breeding  areas. 
Dollars  spent  by  sportsmen  for  duck  stamps  help  provide  refuges  for 
ducks  after  they  leave  their  breeding  grounds. 

The  Migratory  Bird  Hunting  Stamp  Act  (Duck  Stamps)  was7 
enacted  by  Congress  in  1934.  It  provides  that  not  less  than  90  per- 
cent of  the  total  proceeds  are  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  and  main- 
tenance of  waterfowl  refuges  throughout  the  country.  The  remaining 
10  percent  is  used  for  printing  and  distribution  of  the  stamps,  enforce- 
ment of  the  Stamp  Act  and  other  federal  activities  for  migratory  bird 
conservation. 

Since  the  Stamp  Act  has  been  in  effect  up  through  June  30th 
of  1946  a  total  of  more  than  13  million  dollars  have  been  raised  through 
sales  of  duck  stamps  for  waterfowl  conservation.  About  one-third 
of  these  duck  stamp  funds  have  gone  for  land  acquisition,  one-third 
for  their  development,  and  the  remaining  one-third  for  their  mainten- 
ance  and   operation.      More   than   three   million   acres   of   waterfowl 


sanctuaries   have    been   established    in   the    U.S.   through   the   sale   of  | 
these  stamps. 

Here  in  Louisiana  three  large  federal  refuges  have  been  made 
possible  through  duck  stamps.  They  are  the  Sabine  Refuge  in  Cameron  ' 
Parish;  the  Delta  Refuge  in  Plaquemine  Parish  and  the  Lacassine 
Refuge  in  Cameron  Parish.  There  remains  still  greater  need  for  large 
wintering  areas  in  the  South  to  provide  food  and  protection  for  migra- 
tory waterfowl  during  the  season  of  the  year  when  they  are  most 
concentrated. 

On  the  other  hand,  Ducks  Unlimited,  a  non-governmental  non- 
profit organization  has,  with  funds  contributed  by  sportsmen  of 
America,  reclaimed  hundreds  of  thousands  of  acres  of  breeding  areas 
in  Canada,  and  have  established  large  numbers  of  lakes  for  propagation 
of  ducks  and  other  migratory  waterfowl.  Their  work  in  recent 
years  has  resulted  in  tremendous  increases  in  our  duck  population, 
which  at  one  time  had  sunk  to  a  dangerously  low  level. 

Why,  our  reader  might  ask,  with  all  this  money  and  fine  work 
being  done  by  the  Government  and  Ducks  Unlimited,  is  our  duck 
population  so  low  this  year  that  have  necessitated  reductions  in  the 
hunting  season  and  bag  limits?  That  question  has  puzzled  more  ex- 
perienced experts  than  we  profess  to  be,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
we  don't  even  lay  claim  to  being  an  expert  on  this  subject. 
#      *      #      * 

One  reasonable  answer,  however,  is  that  nature  has  a  lot  to  do 
with  it,  and  can  undo  all  the  best  laid  plans  of  men  and  money. 
There  are  some  who  contend  that  cycles  have  much  to  do  with  the 
increase  and  decrease  in  duck  population.  Then  there  are  the  known 
factors  of  droughts,  storms  and  predators  that  are  responsible  for 
large  decreases  in  the  duck  population. 

There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  had  it  not  been  for  the  fine 
work  of  Ducks  Unlimited  during  the  past  several  years,  made  possible 
by  voluntary  contributions  from  sportsmen,  and  had  it  not  been  for 
the  millions  of  acres  of  wildlife  sanctuaries  established  by  the  Federal 
Government  through  the  sale  of  duck  stamps,  the  migratory  waterfowl 
situation  in  the  United  States  would  probably  not  have  been  able  to 
weather  the  past  crisis  and  the  present  crisis  it  is  now  encountering. 


LICENSE  SALES  CLIMBING! 

During  the  first  two  months  of  the  hunting  season,  up  to  Novem- 
ber 1st,  a  total  of  102,537  resident  hunting  licenses  had  been  sold 
in  Louisiana.  This  is  some  60,000  less  than  the  total  sold  for  the 
entire   season    last   year. 

When  returns  are  in  for  November  and  December  sales,  it  is 
quite    probable    that    last    year's    high    of    163,000    will    be    exceeded.

eries Compact  were  completed  at 
a  meeting  held  in  New  Orleans 
Decembr  5  and  6.  Jams  N.  Mc- 
Connell,  director  of  the  Division 
of  Oysters  and  Waterbottoms  of 
the  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  De- 
partment was  selected  as  ex-officio 
chairman  of  a  committee  to  fur- 
ther the  plans  for  the  compact. 

Other  members  of  the  commit- 
tee are  J.  L.  Baughman,  Rockport, 
Texas,  secretary;  Thomas  John- 
son, Mobile;  Harry  P.  Gamble,  Sr., 
attorney  for  the  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Department;  Reece  D. 
Biskerstaff,  Gulfport,  and  William 
J.   Henry,  Okeekogee,  Florida. 

The   committee   will   submit   the 
15-article    draft    to    the    attorney 
generals  of  Louisiana,  Mississippi, 
Alabama,    Florida    and    Texas    for 
possible   modifications. 
Z-!'L  *  The   special  committe  plans 
to  contact  various  members  of 
Congress    from    the    affected 
states,  and  also  to  submit  the 
proposed  compact  draft  to  of- 
ficials  of   the   federal   depart- 
ment   of    state.    The    compact 
cannot     be     adopted     without 
congressional  approval,  it  was 
pointed  out. 

Under  the  compact,  foreign 
countries  whose  waters  are  con- 
tiguous to  the  offshore  waters  of 
the  Gulf  states  may  become  mem- 
bers  of   the   commission. 

Wayne  D.  Heydecker,  secre- 
tary-treasurer, and  F.  L.  Zimmer- 
mann,  special  adviser  of  the 
Atlantic  States  Marine  Fisheries 
Commission,  were  praised  in  spe- 
cial resolutions  for  their  assis- 
tance in  formation  of  the  proposed 
pact  for  the  Gulf  states. 

Both  of  the  Atlantic  group  ex- 
perts expressed  opinion  that  the 
pact,  as  agreed  on  by  the  conser- 
vation legislative  and  legal  ex- 
perts of  the  Gulf  area,  is  superior 
to  compacts  which  have  been 
adopted  by  other  marine  fishery 
states   areas. 

Under  the  pact  the  fish  and 
wildlife  service  of  the  department 
of  the  interior  will  act  as  the  pri- 
mary research  agency  for  the  five 
Gulf  states,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  fishing  industry  in  this  area 
will  take  on  a  steady  increase  in 
development,   speakers   asserted. 

There  are  two  great  shrimp 
areas  approximately  35  miles  off 
the  Louisiana  coast,  and  another 
production  area  that  gives  prom- 
ise of  being  a  great  shrimp  con- 
centration point  near  Campeche, 
Mexico,    according    to    Baughman, 


In  the   compact,   one   article 
sets  forth  that  the  states  party 
to     the     agreement     recognize 
that    the    increasing    intensity 
of  fishing  pressure  on  offshore 
fisheries  may   require   the   ex- 
tension   to    such    fisheries    of 
conservation   measures. 
The  commission  was  pledged  to 
a   study   of   this   and   other   ques- 
tions. 

Tentative  plans  call  for  the  fol- 
lowing annual  appropriation  by 
the  states:  Louisiana,  $5000;  Flor- 
ida, $3500;  Texas,  $2500,  and  Mis- 
sissippi and  Alabama,  S1000  each. 
After  final  adoption  by  all  of 
the  Gulf  states,  the  compact  will 
continue  in  effect  unless  re- 
nounced by  any  of  the  states.  Re- 
nunciation must  be  only  after  the 
other  states  have  been  given  six 
months'  notice  by  a  state  wishing 
to  withdraw. 

Eagle    Lake 
Fishing  Agreement 
Brought  to  End 

The  fishing  agreement  between 
the  States  of  Louisiana  and  Mis- 
sissippi on  Eagle  Lake  in  North- 
east Lake  whereby  Mississippi 
fishermen  were  permitted  to  take 
commercial  fish  from  the  lake  by 
payment  of  certain  royalties  which 
were  collected  by  the  Mississippi 
Game  and  Fish  Commission  and 
divided  between  the  two  states,  has 
been  voided. 

The  agreement,  which  has  been 
in  effect  for  several  years,  was 
voided  when  Director  R.  M.  Free- 
man of  the  Mississippi  Game  and 
Fish  Commission  advised  Com- 
missioner Luther  S.  Montgomery 
that  Mississippi  would  discontinue 
the  collection  of  the  royalties  on 
fish  because  of  the  fact  that  some 
fishermen  had  made  a  complaint 
and  the  Mississippi  attorney  gen- 
eral had.  ruled  that  the  State  had 
no  authority  to   collect  such  fees. 

Commissioner  Montgomery  ad- 
vised Director  Freeman  that  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  Mississippi 
was  discontinuing  the  collection  of 
the  royalties  on  fish  and  thereby 
voiding  the  agreement,  that  Lou- 
isiana was  closing  all  Louisiana 
waters  in  Eagle  Lake  and  enforce- 
ment agents  have  been  instructed 
to  arrest  all  Mississippi  fishermen 
violating  this  order.

Sanctuary  For 
Ducks  Started 
On  Catahoula  Lake 

As  a  means  of  providing  more 
feeding  grounds  for  migratory 
waterfowl,  the  Department  of 
Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  has  es- 
tablished a  sanctuary  or  water- 
fowl and  game  refuge  for  wild- 
life to  be  known  as  the  Catahoula 
Lake  Sanctuary,  which  is  lo- 
cated on  Catahoula  Lake  in  La- 
Salle   Parish. 

The  order  establishing  the 
Catahoula  Lake  Sanctuary  was 
issued  by  Commissioner  Luther  S. 
Montgomery  and  was  formally 
approved  by  Governor  Jimmie  H. 
Davis,  in  accordance  with  pro- 
visions of  the  law  providing  for 
such  action. 

The  Sanctuary  contains  some 
1,010  acres  in  the  Catahoula  Lake 
area  and  the  boundary  lines  of 
this  area  have  been  marked  and 
staked. 

No  blind  may  be  established  in 
that  area,  nor  shall  any  shooting- 
be  done,  nor  any  power  craft  or 
other  boats  be  permitted  to  pass 
within  500  feet  of  the  lines  of  the 
Sanctuary. 

Commissioner  M  o  n  t  g  o  m  ery 
stated  that  investigation  by  De- 
partment biologists  established 
the  fact  that  Ducks  and  other 
migratory  waterfowl  in  large 
numbers  annually  visit  the  Cata- 
houla   Lake    area,    and    the    biolo- 


gists have  found  it  to  be  an  idea! 
place  for  the  establishment  of  a 
sanctuary,  which  is  to  be  a  rest- 
ing and  feeding  place  for  this 
game. 

The  area  will  be  strictly  pa- 
trolled and  no  hunting  of  any 
kind  will  be  permitted  in  that 
area.  Persons  will  be  prohibited 
from  entering  or  passing  through 
this  area  by  boat  or  otherwise, 
without  special  permit  from  the 
Department  of  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries.

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November  Arrests 
Sets  New  Record 
For  Enforcement 

Wildlife  enforcement  agents 
made  a  total  of  301  arrests  in 
November  for  fish  and  game  vio- 
lations breaking  all  previous 
records  for  arrests  for  a  single 
month.  The  previous  high  record 
for  arrests  in  a  single  month  was 
260  established  in  December  of 
1945.  The  arrests  made  in  No- 
vember exceeded  by  64  the  total 
number  made  in  November  a  year 
ago,  which  was  237. 

"This  is  not  only  indicative  of 
a  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  hunters  in  Louisiana  this 
year,"  Commissioner  Montgomery 
stated,  "but  it  likewise  reveals 
the  fact  that  our  enforcement 
staff  is  on  the  job  and  that  we 
are  doing  the  best  to  enforce  our 
conservation  laws  with  a  small 
enforcement  staff  that  averages 
about  one  game  agent  to  every 
10,000  or  12,000  hunters  based 
on  the  expected  total  number  of 
licenses  to  be  sold  this  year." 

The  Commissioner  likewise  re- 
vealed that  under  the  new  system 
of  suing  for  civil  damages  before 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  permitted 
by  new  acts  of  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, nearly  75  percent  of  the 
301  arrests  made  in  November 
have  been  disposed  of  during  the 
month  by  the  issuance  of  civil 
judgments  against  the  violators 
and  actual  cash  collection  of  the 
penalties. 

Arrests  were  made  during  the 
month  in  45  parishes.  St.  Tam- 
many parish  led  the  list  with  34 
arrests.  Other  leaders  were 
Ouachita,  24;  Orleans  22;  St. 
Bernard,  18;  Madison,  16;  West 
Baton  Rouge,  13;  St.  Charles,  12. 

Hunting  at  night  led  the  list 
of  violations  during  the  month 
with  45  persons  arrested  on  that 
charge.  Other  frequent  viola- 
tions during  the  month  including 
hunting  without  a  license,  22 
charges;  trapping  out  of  season, 
30  charges;  shooting  migratory 
game  during  illegal  hour's,  26; 
shooting  fur  bearing  animals,  9 ; 
killing  deer  out  of  season,  16; 
exceeding  bag  limit  of  migratory 
game,  13;  shooting  migratory 
game  birds  with  pistol,  1. 

MONTGOMERY   PRESENTS 
COMMISSIONS    TO   JAYCEES 

Commissioner  Montgomery  ad- 
dressed the  New  Orleans  Junior 
Chamber  of  Commerce  at  a  lunch- 
eon-meeting held  November  21st, 
and  presented  special  agent's  com- 
missions at  that  time  to  twenty- 
five  Jaycees  who  volunteered  their 
services  from  the  New  Orleans 
area. 


HYACINTH  EXPERIMENTS  CONTINUE 

State-wide  Attack  on  Water  Hyacinths 
Planned  for  Louisiana  Next  Spring- 


Experiments  on  the  use  of  vari- 
ous compounds  and  chemicals  for 
the  eradication  of  water  hyacinths 
are  being  pushed  in  various  sec- 
tions of  the  State,  and  by  next 
Spring  it  is  planned  to  launch  a 
state-wide  offensive  against  the 
hyacinth,  according  to  Major 
James  Brown,  director  of  the  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries'  Department 
Fish  and  Game  Division,  who  is 
in   charge   of  the   hyacinth  work. 

The  last  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture appropriated  $100,000  for 
each  of  the  two  years  of  the  bien- 
nium  for  the  hyacinth  work,  and 
initial  funds  from  the  first  year's 
appropriation  have  thus  far  been 
used  in  experimental  work. 

The  purpose  of  these  experi- 
ments, according  to  Major  Brown, 
is  to  determine  what  chemical  is 
most  effective  in  permanently 
killing  the  hyacinths  and  alligator 
grass.  Since  the  projects  got  un- 
der way  several  months  ago,  ex- 
periments have  been  conducted  at 
Saline  Lake,  at  Lake  Bistineau 
and  in  Lake  Concordia. 

Various  sprays,  using  many  of 
the  2-4  D's  and  various  techniques 
suggested  by  Dr.  James  N.  Gowan- 
loch,  chief  biologist  of  the  Depart- 
ment, Dr.  Gladys  King,  chemist 
attached  to  the  Southern  Regional 
Research  Laboratory  in  New  Or- 
leans and  Dr.  William  T.  Pen- 
found  of  Tulane  University,  all 
of  whom  have  been  doing  special 
research  work  on  this  problem  for 
the  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  De- 
partment, have  been  used  in  these 
experiments. 

Some   of   the   experiments   have 


proven  very  successxul,  others 
nave  not  been  successiui  anu  some 
areas  nave  snovvn  a  regiowtn,  out 
tne  experimental  woi'K  is  oeing 
conducted  until  sucn  time  as  it 
is  determined  which  lormuia  is 
most  eiieetive  in  uestroying  tne 
nyacintns. 

Airplane  dusting  has  been  used 
in  tne  experimental  worn,  in  ad- 
dition to  sprays.  Saline  LaKe  anu 
juaKe  Concordia  have  been  dusted 
by  airplanes.  The  substance  used 
in  these  airplane  dusting  experi- 
ments is  2-4  D,  which  is  not  a 
poison,  but  is  known  as  a  hor- 
mone. It  is  in  talc  form,  white, 
and  has  somewhat  of  a  phenyl 
odor. 

After  an  area  is  dusted  or 
sprayed,  it  is  checked  and  re- 
checked  every  few  weeks  to  de- 
termine the  effects  o  n  the 
hyacinths.  Three  crews,  consist- 
ing of  two  men  to  each  crew,  are 
now  at  work  on  these  experiments. 
Various  solutions  are  being  tried 
and  it  is  hoped  to  determine  with- 
in another  few  months  which  one 
will  be  most  effective. 

According  to  present  plans,  the 
experiments  will  be  completed 
within  another  few  months,  and 
early  next  Spring,  the  real  battle 
against  the  water  hyacinth  will 
get  under  way,  with  several  crews 
fighting  the  hyacinth  simultane- 
ously in  various  sections  of  the 
State.  In  the  meantime,  the  areas 
that  have  been  the  scene  of  the 
experiments,  such  as  Saline  Lake, 
Lake  Bistineau  and  Lake  Concor- 
dia, have  benefited,  and  the 
hyacinths  in  these  lakes  have 
been    considerably    reduced. 


Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  to 
Assist  in  Game  Enforcement 


The  Louisiana  State  Junior 
Chamber  o  f  Commerce  has 
voted  to  participate  in  a  state- 
wide conservation  program  to  as- 
sist in  the  enforcement  of  Louisi- 
ana's game  and  fish  laws  and  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Jaycee  organi- 
zation in  the  various  parishes  will 
be  commissioned  to  serve  as  non- 
paid  special  agents  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries. 

Arrangements  for  this  state- 
wide program  of  cooperation  were 
completed  at  a  recent  meeting  be- 
tween officials  of  the  Louisiana 
State  Junior  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  officials  of  the  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries  Department, 
including  Commissioner  Luther  S. 
Montgomery,  and  Major  John  G. 
Appel,     director    of     the     Depart- 


ment's  enforcement   division. 

A  special  committee  from  the 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
representing  the  state  organiza- 
tion, will  select  a  list  of  names 
from  each  local  Jaycee  organiza- 
tion and  will  submit  the  names 
so  selected  to  the  Department  of 
Wild  Life  and  Fisheries,  who  will 
issue  special  agent's  commissions 
after  the  same  has  been  approved 
by   the    Department. 

The  volunteers  in  the  various 
towns  who  are  so  commissioned 
will  be  asked  to  attend  special 
classes  to  be  held  in  their  towns 
at  which  time  state  game  agents 
and  other  officials  will  aquaint 
them  with  state  laws  and  regu- 
lations pertaining  to  hunting  and 
fishing. 


Cheniere  Brake 
Game  Preserve 
Set  Up  in  Ouachita 

Rules  and  regulations  for  the 
operation  or  Cheniere  make  Fish 
and  Game  rreserve  in  Ouachita 
Parish  were  announced  last  month 
by  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Com- 
missioner  Luther   S.   Montgomery. 

Last  August,  the  Department  of 
Wild  Lire  and  fisheries,  at  the 
request  of  the  Ouachita  Parish 
Police  Jury  and  numerous  citi- 
zens in  that  section,  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  the  Dixie 
Lumber  Company  to  obtain  the 
use  of  about  5,000  acres  of  land 
in  the  area  known  as  Cheniere 
Brake  for  a  fish  and  game  pre- 
serve. 

The  Department,  under  the 
terms  of  the  agreement,  agreed 
to  patrol  the  brake  and  all  lands 
under  the  lease  to  prohibit  tres- 
passing other  than  for  hunting, 
iishing  and  recreation ;  to  take  all 
legal  procedures  necessary  to 
eject  trespassers  or  squatters  on 
the  property,  and  to  prohibit  the 
cutting  of  timber,  regardless  of 
size,  without  written  consent  of 
the  owners.  The  Department  like- 
wise agreed  to  prohibit  the  erec- 
tion of  any  blinds,  docks  or  other 
buildings  which  are  in  any  way 
attached  to  any  tree  or  trees  in 
the  area,  and  prohibit  construc- 
tion of  any  blinds  which  are  more 
than  seven  feet  across  on  its 
longest  side. 

In  accordance  with  the  agree- 
ment, Commissioner  Montgomery 
announced  that  the  Department 
has  "set  up  the  following  rules  to 
cover  hunting  and  fishing  in  the 
Cheniere  Brake  Fish  and  Game 
Preserve : 

No  trespassing  is  permitted, 
and  no  person  is  permitted  in  the 
area  except  for  the  purposes  of 
fishing,    hunting    and    recreation. 

No  timber  may  be  cut  regard- 
less: of  size. 

All  applications  for  duck  blinds 
are  to  be  made  in  writing  to 
Homer  O.  Warren,  Enforcement 
Supervisor  for  the  Monroe  area, 
whose  address  is  Ruston,  La. 
Blinds  shall  be  not  less  than  300 
yards  from  each  other,  and  one 
permit  only  will  be  granted  to 
each  applicant  for  the  erection  of 
a   blind. 

Agents  of  the  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Department  will  patrol 
the  area  to  enforce  these  regula- 
tions as  well  as  all  the  State's  fish 
and  game  laws.

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Height  of  State 
Hunting  Season 
Now  Under  Way

there    is    a    15-day    season    begin- 
ning April   1st. 

The  deer  season,  which  opened 
November  1st  will  continue 
through  January  10th.  The  squir- 
rel season  ends  on  January  15th, 
the  season  on  chipmunks  ends 
February  1st,  and  on  bear  also 
on  January  1st.  The  season  on 
rails  and  gallinules  closed  De- 
cember 15th,  and  for  voodcock 
it  will  end  December  2.<th.  The 
longest  hunting  season  for  any 
species,  that  of  rabbits,  which 
started  October  1st,  will  end  on 
March    1st. 

Legal  possession  limits  of  resi- 
dent game  birds  and  game  quad- 
rupeds may  be  possessed  up  to 
within  30  days  of  the  opening  of 
the  following  season. 

The  State's  trapping  season  is 
also  well  under  way.  For  musk- 
rats  and  nutria  the  season  opened 
on  December  1st  and  will  continue 
through  February  15th.  The  sea- 
son on  all  other  fur  bearing  ani- 
mals, which  opened  November 
20th,  will  continue  through  Janu- 
ary 20th. 

The  first  auction  sale  of  pelts 
from  state-owned  game  refuges 
is  scheduled  to  take  place  during 
the  latter  part  of  December  at 
the  Department's  warehouse  in 
New  Iberia. 


State  Wildlife 
Group  Publishes 
Roster  Booklet 

The  Louisiana  Wildlife  Federa- 
tion has  recently  published  a 
small  booklet  containing  a  roster 
of  the  officers  and  affiliated  units 
of  the  Federation  and  also  some 
suggested  programs  for  the  use 
of  local  units. 

The  booklet  contains  eight 
pages  and  carries  the  names  of 
the  officers  and  directors  of  the 
Federation,  together  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  purposes  of  the  state 
organization.  The  published 
roster  shows  30  units  in  the  state. 

Officers  of  the  Louisiana  Wild- 
life Federation  are  S.  P.  Cousin, 
Shreveport,  President;  O.  N.  Mc- 
Neil, Monroe,  Vice-president;  Dr.

New  Game  Refuge 
Replaces  Singer 
Refuge  in  Madison 

Establishment  of  a  new  44,000 
acre  game  Refuge  in  Madison 
Parish  covering  a  portion  of  the 
area  formerly  included  in  the  old 
Singer  Preserve  was  announced 
by  Commissioner  Luther  S.  Mont- 
gomery, following  the  signing  of 
a  contract  between  the  Chicago 
Mill  and  Lumber  Company,  own- 
ers of  the  land  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Wild   Life  and  Fisheries. 

Governor  Jimmie  H.  Davis  is- 
sued a  proclamation  approving 
and  formally  setting  up  the  new 
Game  Preserve,  which  went  into 
effect  on  October  31st,  and  will 
continue  in  effect  for  a  period  of 
ten   years. 

The  area  covered  in  the  new 
Refuge  which  is  to  be  known  as 
the  Chicago  Mill  and  Lumber 
Company  Wild  Life  Refuge  is 
44,675.72  acres.  The  old  Singer 
Preserve  included  some  87,000 
acres. 

All  game  and  birds  in  this 
Refuge  are  protected,  and  the  use 
of  firearms,  traps  or  any  other 
cfevice   are   prohibited. 

The  area  included  in  the  Refuge 
is  said  to  have  quite  a  large  popu- 
lation of  deer,  bear,  turkey  and 
other  game. 


ALBINO   FOX   SQUIRREL 
SKIN   RECEIVED 

Dr.  James  N.  Gowanloch,  chief 
biologist  of  the  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Department  has  received 
from  Mr.  Carl  Frank  of  Marks- 
ville,  a  specimen  of  squirrel  skin 
of  unusual  beauty.  It  is  a  par- 
tially Albino  fox  squirrel,  the 
skin  being  white  with  a  lovely 
golden  wash  particularly  on  the 
ends  of  the  longer  hairs  and  tail. 

According  to  Dr.  Gowanloch, 
Albinos  occur  in  almost  all  known 
animals  and  are  due  to  the  in- 
heritance of  the  peculiar  black  or 
colored  pigment.  Usually,  he  says, 
such  animals  suffer  severe  handi- 
caps in  nature,  and  are  weeded 
out  by  predators. 

U.  S.   SENATOR  ROBERTSON 
VISITS   LOUISIANA 

Hon.  A.  Willis  Robertson,  U.S. 
Senator-elect  from  Virginia,  was 
a  visitor  to  Louisiana  in  December 
and  made  a  duck  hunt  in  the  Lake 
Arthur  area  December  13-14. 
Senator-elect  Robertson  is  known 
throughout  the  nation  as  the  co- 
author of  the  Pittman-Robertson 
federal  aid  to  wildlife  bill  which 
was  enacted  while  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  lower  house  of  the 
Congress.  He  was  elected  to  the 
Senate  from  Virginia  in  the  No- 
vember elections.

dustry  cause  damage  to  oysters, 
shrimp  and  other  fisheries.  The 
Stream  Control  Commission,  in 
its  resolution,  declared  that  the 
continued  discharge  of  such 
"wastes  would  adversely  affect 
the  oyster  and  fisheries  indus- 
tries, and  would  prevent  or  in- 
juriously affect  the  growth  and 
propagation  of  animal  and  vege- 
table life." 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the 
Stream  Control  Commission  was 
not  provided  with  sufficient  op- 
erating funds  by  the  Legislature 
and  therefore  they  did  not  have 
the  personnel  to  enforce  stream 
pollution  regulations.  The  en- 
forcement job  has  been  turned 
over  to  the  Wild  Life  and  Fish- 
eries Department  but  the  Com- 
mission and  the  representatives 
from  the  various  parishes  were 
informed  by  Commissioner  Mont- 
gomery that  the  Department  did 
not  have  sufficient  funds  to  ex- 
pand its  enforcement  activities 
and  it  was  decided  then  to  request 
the  State  Board  of  Liquidation  to 
provide  additional  funds  to  the 
Department  to  provide  for  an  ex- 
pansion of  its  enforcement  ac- 
tivities. 


MAIN    RESIGNS   AS 
CANADIAN   D    U   MANAGER 

Thomas  C.  Main  of  Winnipeg, 
Manitoba,  has  resigned  his  post 
as  General  Manager  of  Ducks  Un- 
limited (Canada).  In  announcing 
the  resignation,  Judge  W.  T. 
Ross  of  Regina,  Saskatchewan, 
who  succeeded  Mr.  S.  S.  Holden 
of  Ottawa  as  President  of  the 
Canadaian  organization  following 
the  latter's  death  of  a  heart  at- 
tack while  hunting  in  Alberta 
last  month,  stated  that  Mr.  Main 
would  continue  to  serve  D  U  in 
the  capacity  of  consulting  en- 
gineer. 

Mr.  Main  has  been  general 
manager  of  D  U  (Canada)  since 
1938,  when  he  was  loaned  to  that 
organization  by  Canadian  Na- 
tional Railways,  to  head  the  work 
of  restoring  waterfowl  breeding 
and  nesting  areas  in  Western 
Canada.  President  Ross  lays 
much  of  the  credit  for  the  suc- 
cess of  the  D  U  program  to  Main's 
enthusiasm,  his  knowledge  of 
western  Canada's  water  conditions 
and  his  ability  to  choose  compe- 
tent assistants.

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Housing  and  Food  Shortage  Critical 
For  Bob  White  in  Louisiana

How  would  you  like  to  be 
driven  from  your  native  locality 
and  forced  to  live  under  uncom- 
fortable conditions  in  a  strange 
land?  It  is  not  a  pleasant  thought, 
but  this  is  what  has  happened  to 
the  Bob-white  families  of  Louisi- 
ana whose  homes  were  formerly 
the  fields  and  woods  and  are  now 
the  swamplands. 

The  so-called  "clean  farming" 
in  our  State  has  almost  destroyed 
the  food  and  cover  of  one  of  our 
most  prized  game  birds.  The 
Quail  moves,  as  did  the  Indian,  to 
places  of  suitable  shelter  and  suf- 
ficient food.  The  present  shortage 
in  homes  and  food  has  forced  the 
Bob-white  to  search  for  food  and 
shelter  in  foreign   territory. 

In  recent  years  experiments 
have  been  carried  on  under  the 
Wildlife  Development  Program  as 
required  by  the  Federal  Aid  in 
Wildlife  Restoration  Act  to  pre- 
vent this  current  wild-life  prob- 
lem. The  program  has  been  ably 
directed  by  Major  James  Brown 
of  the  Division  of  Fish  and  Game. 
The  project  of  Farm  Habitat  Im- 
provement is  a  part  of  this  pro- 
gram. The  co-operating  agencies 
were  the  United  States  Soil  Con- 
servation Service,  Louisiana  State 
University  and  the  Agriculture 
Extension  Service.  The  object  of 
the  project  was  restoration  of 
Quail  food  and  cover  on  Loui- 
siana farms.  Lespedeza  bieolor 
was  furnished  by  the  Soil  Con- 
servation Service  to  farms  selected 
by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service 
and  John  S.  Campbell,  the  leader 
of  the  project.  Experiments  were 
also  made  on  old  stands  of  Les- 
pedeza Sericea.  All  reports  of 
this  game  management  program 
were  favorable.  However,  the 
project  planting  covered  only  a 
limited  number  of  farms  in  Loui- 
siana. 

Bob-white  Quail  are  released  at 
intervals  from  the  Lacombe  and 
Baton  Ro  age  hatcheries,  but  it  is 
useless  to  "plant"  birds  from  a 
hatchery  into  localities  of  poor 
food  and  cover.  Louisiana  Quail 
should  be  restored  by  the  natural 
means  of  sufficient  food  and 
shelter  rather  than  depending 
upon  a  supply  of  released  birds 
raised  in   artificial  hatcheries. 

The  Bob-white  has  many 
enemies  besides  men.  Hawks, 
foxes,  cats,  and  other  predators 
cause  annual  heavy  loss  of  eggs 
and  young.  Many  Partridge  fami- 
lies are  destroyed  by  intermittent 


floods  in  areas  of  Southwest  Loui- 
siana. Forest  fires,  too,  con- 
tribute to  the  loss  of  Quail  life. 

The  Bob-white  raises  only  one 
family  each  year  and  if  he  is  to 
survive  food  and  cover  must  be 
protected  and  planted  by  our 
farmers.  A  few  strips,  terraces 
and  fence  rows  of  food  planted 
near  the  Quail's  natural  cover 
will  produce  a  large  dividend  for 
the  hunter  and  farmer.  Lespedeza 
Sericia  is  one  of  the  best  food 
and  cover  plants.  It  is  one  of  the 
small  bush  clovers  in  addition  to 
being  a  lugume.  This  green  cover 
crop  serves  a  dual  purpose  by 
controlling  soil  erosion  and  fur- 
nishing food  and  shelter  for  the 
Bob-white.  The  seed  of  this  plant 
should  be  planted  in  the  borders 
of  cultivated  fields  or  woods,  along 
ditch  banks  and  turning  rows  of 
fields.  The  Partridge  also  fre- 
quents potato  and  grain  fields, 
weedy  places,  bushy  pastures, 
stump  lots  and  woodland  edges. 
Berry  and  briar  bushes  and  wild 
roses  make  safe  homes  for  covies. 
The  young  live  on  insects  while 
the  older  birds  love  a  menu  of 
cow  peas,  berries,  plant  seeds  in- 
cluding weeds,   and   grain. 

The  Southern  Partridge  is  an 
asset  to  the  farmer  as  they  de- 
stroy weed  seeds  and  insects  that 
are  injurious  to  crops.  They  are 
also  a  cash  crop  to  farmers  and 
merchants  of  small  communities 
as  large  numbers  of  sportsmen 
now  come  South  to  enjoy  winter 
shooting.  These  annual  visitors 
spend  money  on  hotels,  camps, 
transportation,  supplies,  food, 
guide  services  and  shooting  rental 
on  lands. 

Only  a  few  years  ago  Louisiana 
had  an  abundance  of  Bob-white 
Quail;  today  the  hunter  finds 
covies  difficult  to  locate  through- 
out the  State.  Louisiana  farmers 
must  constantly  strive  to  increase 
the  suitability  of  Quail  areas  by 
proper  planting  of  food  and  cover 
plants.  The  Bob-white  popula- 
tion will  then  stay  and  multiply. 
Sportsmen  and  farmers  .  .  .  open 
your  Bob-white  Quail  subdivision 
tomorrow  and  relieve  the  Quail 
housing  and  food  supply  situation 
in  Louisiana. 

Reports  on  banding  records  in 
the  U.  S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Serv- 
ice reveals  the  fact  that  young 
ducks  are  shot  more  easily  than  old 
ducks  and  that  the  birds  as  a  whole 
have  a  high  mortality  rate.  Hunt- 
ing, however,  accounts  for  only 
15  per  cent  of  the  annual  50  per 
cent    loss. 


Discuss  Plans 
For  Dam  on  Bayou 
Pierre  Preserve 

The  Bayou  Pierre  Game  and 
Fish  Preserve  Commission  held  a 
recent  meeting  in  Mansfield  and 
discussed  plans  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  dam  over  Bayou  Pierre 
in  DeSoto  Parish  with  officials 
of  the  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries 
Department.  Representing  the 
Department  at  the  meeting  were 
Major  James  Brown,  director  of 
the  Fish  and  Game  Division  and 
Harry  Gamble,  attorney  for  the 
Department. 

The  1946  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature created  the  Bayou  Pierre 
Game  and  Fish  Commission  and 
authorized  appointment  of  nine 
members  by  the  DeSoto  Parish 
Police  Jury.  The  Legislature  also 
appropriated  $100,000  for  the 
construction  of  a  dam  and  the 
establishment  of  the  Bayou 
Pierre  Game  Preserve. 

Following  the  meeting,  which 
was  featured  by  a  discussion  of 
plans  for  the  location  of  the  dam, 
the  officials  took  part  in  a  fish 
dinner  at  Roy's  Place  on  Clear 
Lake,  arranged  for  by  Dr.  W.  B. 
Hewitt,  a  member  of  the  Commis- 
sion. In  the  afternoon,  ceremonies 
took  place  in  the  form  of  driving 
a  spike  in  a  bridge  post  signifying 
the  agreed  water  level  for  the 
lake.  Those  taking  part  in  this 
ceremony  were  all  the  members 
of  the  Commission,  Major  Brown. 
Attorney  Gamble,  Roy  Laffitte 
and  Brigadier  General  Leland  R. 
Hewitt,  brother  of  Dr.  W.  B. 
Hewitt. 

Speakers  at  the  meeting  and 
ceremonies  declared  that  the  crea- 
tion of  the  Bayou  Pierre  Game 
and  Fish  Preserve  would  provide 
the  opportunity  for  a  great  recre- 
ational area  in  that  section  of  the 
State.

Navy  Cites  Two 
Department  Boats 
For  War  Service 

Two  boats  of  the  Department 
of  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries,  "The 
Black  Mallard",  and  the  "Pat 
Marie",  now  known  as  the  "Musk- 
rat",  have  been  cited  for  meritori- 
ous service  during  the  war  by  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  James  For- 
restal. 

"The  Black  Mallard',  is  one  of 
the  enforcement  boats,  which  was 
made  available  to  the  Coast 
Guard,  and  was  used  by  that 
branch  of  the  service  for  a  period 
of  two  and   one-half  years. 

In  his  letter  of  commendation. 
Secretary  Forrestal  wrote  that 
"in  recognition  of  the  service 
rendered  by  The  Black  Mallard, 
you  are  authorized  to  place  in  the 
most  appropriate  display  location 
five  chevrons,  one  for  each  six 
months  active  service  with  the 
Coast  Guard. 

"The  Navy  Department  takes 
this  opportunity  to  express  its 
sincere  appreciation  and  grateful 
thanks  for  your  patriotic  and  gen- 
erous contribution  in  the  hour  of 
the   country's  most  urgent  need". 

The  "Pat  Marie"  was  used  by 
the  Coast  Guard  for  a  period  of 
a  year  and  a  half  and  was  au- 
thorized to  display  three  chevrons, 
one  for  each  six  months  of  ser- 
vice. Since  its  return  to  the  De- 
partment the  boat  has  been  re- 
named "The  Muskrat",  and  is  now 
in  use  by  the  Fur  and  Refuge 
Division.

nd   Mrs.   Bob  White 
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Propose  End  of 
Bag  Limits  For 
Coots  (Poule-d'Eau) 

As  a  means  of  lessening  the 
population  of  the  whitebill  (Coot 
or  Poule-d'Eau),  voracious  raider 
of  duck  food,  Louisiana  Wild  Life 
and  Fisheries  Department  Bi- 
ologist James  N.  Gowanloch  f  avoi's 
a  limitless  bag  limit  of  the  birds 
throughout  the  regular  duck 
hunting  season. 

Dr.  Gowanloch  advocates  this 
in  an  article  appearing  in  the  Fall 
issue  of  Ducks  Unlimited  Quar- 
terly publication.  Sometime  ago 
Ducks  Unlimited  inaugurated  a 
move  to  change  the  long-standing 
name  of  the  species  to  that  of 
whitebill,  following  a  nation-wide 
contest,  in  order  to  popularize  it 
as  a  table  bird  among  hunters  in 
an  effort  to  reduce  its  growing 
population  and  thus  conserve  natu- 
ral food  beds  for  ducks. 

Dr.  Gowanloch  emphasizes  the 
need  for  thinning  out  "these  hun- 
gry rascals"  as  an  important  step 
to  aid  other  waterfowl.  He  believes 
that  if  a  concerted  effort  is  not 
taken  toward  reducing  the  coot's 
numbers,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
provide  a  well  guarded  "feeding- 
table  for  ducks". 

Now,  with  nearly  every  lake 
and  pond  in  Southern  Louisiana 
heavily  fringed  with  water  hya- 
cinths, Biologist  Gowanloch  de- 
clares that  both  the  coots  and 
ducks  have  to  feed  in  greatly 
restricted  ranges  in  that  area  and 
the  coots,  with  their  greater  num- 
bers, have  the  best  of  it. 

"Years  ago",  the  biologist  in 
referring  to  the  Louisiana  situa- 
tion points  out  "we  probably  had 
about  as  many  of  these  birds  as 
we  have  now.  But  we  did  not  have 
as  much  of  our  marsh  and  lake 
territory  heavily  infested  with 
water  hyacinths.  And  the  coots 
had  more  territory  in  which  to 
feed  and  so  did  the  ducks". 

Many  Louisiana  wildf  owlers 
agree  that  the  coot  trouble  has 
not  grown  any  less  during  the  past 
few  years.  During  the  last  duck 
season,  particularly  in  southern 
Louisiana,  there  seemed  to  have 
been  more  of  the  species  on  some 
fresh-water  marshes  and  ponds 
than  ever  before. 


PLANES    TO    GO    AFTER 
DUCK   VIOLATORS 

The  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries 
Department  has  received  com- 
plaints of  ducks  being  shot  from 
planes  and  being  scattered  from 
their  feeding  grounds  by  low  fly- 
ing planes,  and  the  Department's 
seaplane  is  going  into  action  after 
these  violators. 


MADISON   PARISH   SETS 
10   DAY   DEER   SEASON 

Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Com 
missioner  Luther  S.  Montgomery 
has  approved  the  request  of  the 
Madison  Parish  Police  Jury  for  a 
ten-day  deer  season  this  year,  fol 
lowing  the  establishment  of  a  new 
Game  Refuge  in  that  parish  in 
portions  of  the  area  formerly  in- 
cluded in  the  old  Singer  Preserve. 
Hunting  for  deer  or  any  other 
game  is  prohibited  within  the 
boundaries   of   the   Refuge. 

Elsewhere  in  the  parish,  the 
deer  season  this  year  will  be  De- 
cember 10,  11,  12,  and  from  De- 
cember 25  through   December  31. 

Sports    Afield

Designed  for  people  who  know 
and  love  the  Gulf  Coast  country 
is  "Wild  Acres"  written  by  a 
native  of  Louisiana.  He  is  Hem-y 
Hazlitt  Kopman,  whose  book  has 
recently  been   released. 

Mr.  Kopman  was  born  in  New 
Orleans,  and  is  a  graduate  of 
Tulane  University.  He  lived  in 
Shreveport  for  ten  years,  while 
serving  as  secretary  of  the  old 
Dilg  League,  an  organization  of 
hunters,  fishermen  and  others  in- 
terested in  the  preservation  of 
outdoor  resources. 

"Wild  Acres"  gives  information 
about  the  natural  surroundings  of 
many  localities  in  Louisiana.  One 
of  the  places  he  mentions  is  the 
Black  bayou  formation  in  North- 
west Louisiana,  which  he  states,  in 
his  opinion,  is  one  of  the  finest 
examples  of  cottonland  swamps 
and  water  mazes  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state,  having  the  com- 
bined lure,  of  fishing,  birdlife  and 
varied  vegetation  and  contours. 

Foreword  to  "Wild  Acres"  is 
written  by  John  Kieran  of  radio's 
"Information  Please!"  Mr.  Kieran 
speaks  of  "Wild  Acres"  as  a  "real 
labor  of  love"

Chapman  Named 
Head  National 
Conference 

The  National  Conference  on 
Conservation  Education  and  Pub- 
licity held  its  first  post-war  con- 
ference at  the  Michigan  Conserva- 
tion Department  Training  School 
at  Higgins  Lake,  Michigan,  De- 
cember 6,  7,  8,  and  formulated 
plans  to  reorganize  the  conference 
on  a  permanent  basis  to  correlate 
the  educational  and  publicity  work 
of  conservation  and  wildlife  de- 
partments throughout  the  United 
States. 

For  two  and  a  half  days,  with 
some  sessions  lasting  from  9:30  in 
the  morning  to  10:30  at  night,  the 
officials  on  conservation  education 
and  public  relations  exchanged 
ideas  and  participated  in  panel  dis- 
cussions on  various  problems  af- 
fecting their   states. 

At  the  final  session  an  election 
of  officers  was  held  which  result- 
ed in  the  election  of  Isaac  D. 
Chapman,  director  of  education 
and  publicity  of  the  Louisiana  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries  Department  as 
President;  James  R.  Harlan,  su- 
perintendent of  public  relations  of 
the  Iowa  Conservation  Commission 
as  Vice-President,  and  Miss 
Juanita  Mahaffey,  director  of 
public  relations  of  the  Oklahoma 
Game  and  Fish  .  Commission  as 
Secretary  -  Treasurer.  Directors 
elected  were  C.  A.  Paquin,  chief  of 
the  Education  division  of  the 
Michigan  Conservation  Depart- 
ment and  Dr.  F.  Olin  Capps,  chief 
of  the  education  section  of  the 
Missouri  Conservation  Commission. 

The  Illinois  Conservation  De- 
partment Training  School  at  Fox 
Lake  near  Chicago  was  selected 
for  the  next  convention  site.

GAME      COMMISSIONERS

About  12  states  were  repre- 
sented at  the  recent  meeting  of 
the  Southeastern  Game  and  Fish 
Commissioners  and  all  these  offi- 
cials expressed  mysticism  about 
the  duck  situation  this  year.  The 
reports  were  the  same  from  all 
the  states,  there  were  just  no  large 
concentrations  of  ducks.  Some  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  un- 
seasonably warm  weather  prevail- 
ing throughout  the  nation  has  had 
the  effect  of  scattering  the  water- 
fowl throughout  the  continent.
